ure that Lowcnsteiu was conscious his last 
hour had come and that the law, right or 
wrong in the selection of its victim, was then 
to be executed u|>on him. 
With no hope of 
affecting his fate by any confession of guilt or 
protestation of innocence, be yet said be was 
innocent. 
Is it possible that (be man cared 
more for the opinion of the people who might 
look on bis grave than lie did for the truth at 
auth an bour? It is an insurmountable ob­ 
jection to capital punishment that it can rec­ 
tify no mistakes it may make in such matters. 
Lowenstein is hung for murder which no man 
saw him commit, and the same train of cir­ 
cumstances might have formed around him 
when he was entirely innocent. 
The chances 
were that be was guilty, but there still were 
chances that be was innocent, 
lf the law were 
sentient it would shudder as it slipped the 
noose over his neck for fear those chances of 
innocence might in truth counterbalauee the 
others. 


T i le M a in C a u s e o f t h e i 'i u u u c l u l 
T r o u b l e . 
Tho public must not confound resjionsibiUiy 
in consideration of the financial question. 
There is a stern responsibility resting upon 
whatever politicians by influence and action 
seek to make the legislation of Congress upon 
the currency a practical postponement of the 
question. 
The most serious aspect the ques­ 
tion can assume is one which leaves business 
men in doubt as to the policy to be pursned, 
and the main trouble inflation has to over­ 
come before making itself aeceptable is that 
It intensifies the feeling of uncertainty. 
Its 
eflect is to temporarily increase prices, but 
manufacturers cannot produce under such a 
■tate of affairs, as their articles may have to 
compete Ip the m arket with those manufac­ 
tured by cheaper labor, and whether the latter 
will be put on the market in six months, a 
year, two or six, no one, not even the hearti­ 
est advocate of inflation, can tell 
Bot when we come to fix the responsibility 
for the scarcity of money, we must seek it 
elsewhere tbau iu parties. 
The Republican is 
not a whit more responsible for that thau the 
Democratic party. We all seem to forget that 
it was only two years ago that a bonfire 
started at Chicago and before it was subdued 
cousumed so vast an amount as to assume the 
character of a national misfortune, and the 
Insurance companies bad scarcely got fairly to 
work before another fire at Boston nearly du­ 
plicated the Chicago disaster. 
When Cotton 
was King a two-hundred million deficiency in 
the crop would have pqueeaod every business 
man in the nation, aud now a diminution in 
the wheat crop approximating that sum would 
bring thousands of operatives to the borders 
of starvation. 
The tronble would have arisen 
from tho fact that old Mother Earth had failed 
lo tom into the lap of her children a very con­ 
siderable proportion oi their accustomed dtvl- 


doedi. 
Tat bef! were two hundred million* 
of money—not greenbacks or national bank 
Currency, but mouev value in goods and build­ 
ings— sucked up into the air by the demoniac 
draught of a hideous conflagration, and con­ 
sumed out of sight or use of men. 
It was ab­ 
solutely destroyed, and it has not yet been re­ 
produced, and we are in tho midst of the 
postponed effects of these calamities. 
Nothing can be more silly than to charge the 
responsibility of the financial troubles upon 
the recognized aud hideous corruption of the 
times. Corruption has a great deal of iniquity 
to answer for, but it never produces tightness 
or money markets. 
On the contrary, it ob­ 
tains its chief hold upon the public by the ease 
it brings. 
Men who get money corruptly 
spend it freely; what they plunder from the 
government does not vanish, but goes into 
costly houses, yachts, dresses, jewelry, and 
keeps trade lively rather than dull. 
But a fire 
wipes out just as much money as the property 
It consumes is worth, and it pinches the finan­ 
cial world just so much as it destroys more 
than the current production of wealth adds. 
Chicago and Boston are certainly the main 
cause of our present financial difficulties.— 
The crisis they were expected to create at tho 
time of their occurrence was not killed but 
only postponed, and to-day the public is really 
helping the insurance companies to pay 
their losses.

E ditor F reim an :—Lowenstein met his fate 
to-day at ,2 o’clock, [protesting his innocence 
and as a convert in the cause of religion. 
If 
he was a guilty m an—as few doubt he was— 
his last moments on earth were inconsistent 
with his religious action as evinced the night 
before his deuth aud even under the fatal rope. 
If bis soul went to ils Maker with a lie im­ 
pressed upon it, his ' hours of religious devo­ 
tion must have gone for naught. 
I was con­ 
founded to witness the amount of morbid cu­ 
riosity manifested by the crowd that surround­ 
ed the jail from IO a. m. until all that remained 
of the murderer was coffined and rapidly driv­ 
en to the church, where a solemn mass for 
the repose of his soul will be said to-morrow 
morning. 
Men, women and children blocked 
every street leading to the main avenues to 
the prison, and there stood in slush, rain aud 
snow upwards of four hours—looking upon 
the blank walls of a jail, imagining what 
could be going on inside. 
Great credit is due 
Sheriff Gallup for the admirable details in ar­ 
rangements which wore executed, each and 
all, with a dexterity, solemnity and grace that 
is seldom seen ou such occasions. 
With a 
law-making branch of government in session 
but a few yards away from the ugent execu­ 
ting its laws, one could not help refleting up­ 
on the machinery that kept the whole 83stem 
in motion, even unto Governor Dix, 
who 
stood as firm iu this case as lie did iu that of 
Foster only one year ago. 
This case of Loweustein’s rested upon cir­ 
cumstantial evidence, quite strong, it is true, 
but serious doubt exists whether any man 
ought to be deprived of Ufo ou such testimo­ 
ny. 
I have thought that iii such cases the ex­ 
ecutive ought to have the power of exercising 
a limited commutation of sentence; that is, 
commuting sentence to prison for one, five or 
ten years, lest tho man might be innocent and 
the real culprit turn up—as they sometimes do 
on a death-bed. 
I do not recollect now of 
even seeing lids view expressed, but I throw 
it out as a crude idea, that may prove sound 
upon investigation. 
Else abolish capital pun­ 
ishment* 
Tho Senate adopted another burfcombe res­ 
olution to-day relative to adjournment sins die 
April 24th. 
It can’t lie done, us there are 
only nine working days left between noxt 
Tuesday and tbeday.namcd in said resolution. 
It will take tho Senate from three to four days 
to dispose of the supply bill, after it is report­ 
ed. 
Some time must be spent ovar that aca­ 
demic item In Conference Committee, besides 
three or more days will be spent over rapid 
transit, aud it is said a trial will be made to 
push that Metropolitan l’ollcc bill through. 
By the way, Colonel Spencer gave notice that 
things had slept longeuougb oil that Eastman 
transit bill, aud he would therefore wake it up 
on Tuesday next. 
Depew, Pierson, and their 
henchmen are on guard about the House, aud 
will watch things closely from this time out. 
Shortly after the House convened this morn­ 
ing the Speaker announced the death of Mr. 
Knapp of Rockland, the first death of a mem­ 
ber this session.

There is a bill here to authorize the Trus 
tees of Yonkers to erect a station house; one 
of the very best evidences that some amend­ 
ment to our constitution is necessary to pre 
vent special legislation, 
ll won’t bo long at 
this rate ere some man in Shawangunk or 
Shandaken will come bere with a bill to allow 
bim to set an eel-pot in some creek iu his lo­ 
cality. 
I must confess, bowcvor, that many 
members are belter able to legislate on sud) 
subject sullen on graver matters on their files. 
There was a big contest iii the House last 
j night over Mr. Petty’s bill to curtail the coat 
of printing the laws und election notices to 
thirty cents per folio. Messrs. Beebe, Bennett, 
Lincoln and Alvord are opposed to it.

Steam, the most useful and powerful of mo- 
tire agencies, proves sometimes a treacherous 
and terrible enemy. The recent explosion on 
the Tigress is an instance of this. Nineteen 
poor fellows had turned in above and near the 
boiler In order to sleep in warmth and com­ 
fort, when suddenly and without warning the 
boiler exploded and the sleeping sailors were 
hurried into eternity, their bodies mangled al­ 
most beyond recognition as human beings.

On the contrary, it ob­ 
tains its chief hold upon the public by the ease 
it brings. Men who get money corruptly 
spend It freely; what they plunder from the 
jovernment does not vanish, but goes into 
costly houses, yachts, dresses, jewelry, and 
keeps trade lively rather than dull. But a fire 
wipes out just as much money as the property 
it consumes is worth, and it pinches the finan­ 
cial world just so much as it destroys more 
than the current production of wealth adds. 
Chicago and Boston are certainly the main 
cause of our present financial difficulties.— 
The crisis they were expected to create at the 
time of their occurrence was not killed but 
only postponed, and to-day the public is really 
helping the insurance companies to pay 
their losses.

It is a commonly accepted belief that ath­ 
letic exercise is a pretty sure preventive of 
pulmonary complaints, and we naturally ex­ 
press surprise when we hear ef a prize-fighter 
or a base-ballist dying of consumption. Yet 
the victims of that disease seem to be as nu­ 
merous among the tough-muscled classes as 
among the more tenderly nurtured ones, 
lleenan dragged out the last of his days in its 
agonies, aud now Charlie Mills, the champion 
tase-ball catcher, has thrown up the bat and 
been gathered in by the same fell destroyer. 
The fact is, our athletes overdo the thing, so 
that avoiding one extreme they rush to anoth­ 
er. The physical powers these men possessed, 
properly taken care of, would have brought 
them to a green and healthy old age. 
It would have been very remarkable if they 
never caught the Benders, and it is quito 
probable they have been captured as reported 
in the Wasatch mountains. These people had 
a monomania for filling their garden with 
corpses, and murdered by the wholesale. 
Their murders excelled in numbers and varie­ 
ty, and aroused such an intense excitement 
that every hiding-place was quickly searched. 
Concealment in a sparsely settled country 
was so difficult that successive flights 
was necessary, but no flight was so sudden as 
not to leave a trail.

She had a 
right to suppose such a feat would result in 
the breaking of her neck, when of course the 
veriest grumbler in the audience could not but 
foel he had received the full worth of his 
money. Mme. Leola is perhaps excusable for 
not fully tilliug the role, but we must hold 
these trapezists to a close accouut. The 
American public wants fifty cents’ worth for 
every dollar it pays out. 
Our Albany correspondent, in writing of 
the Loweustein execution, speak3 of the 
doomed man going into eternity either an in­ 
nocent victim or with a lie upon his lips. It 
may be that hope, so reluctant to leave the 
human breast, was expectant that relief might 
even then be interposed; but the probabilities 
are that Lowenstein was conscious his last 
hour had come and that the law, right or 
wrong in the selection of its victim, was theu 
to be executed upon him. With no hope of 
affecting his fate by any confession of guilt or 
protestation of innocence, he yet said he was 
innocent. Is it possible that the man cared 
more for the opinion or the people who might 
look on his grave than he did for the truth at 
sutli an hour? It is an insurmountable ob­ 
jection to capital punishment that it can rec­ 
tify no mistakes it may make in such matters. 
Lowenstein is hung for murder which no man 
saw him commit, and the same train of cir­ 
cumstances might have formed around him 
when he was entirely innocent. The chauces 
were that he was guilty, but there still were 
chances that he was innocent. If the law were 
sentient it would shudder as it slipped the 
noose over his neck for fear thosa chances of 
innocence might in truth counterbalance the 
others.

The Main Cause of tbe Financial 
Trouble. 
The public must not confound responsibility 
in consideration of the financial question. 
There i3 a stern responsibility resting upon 
whatever politicians by influence and action 
seek to make the legislation of Congress upon 
the currency a practical postponement of the 
question. The most serious aspect the ques­ 
tion can assume is one which leaves business 
men in doubt as to the policy to be pursued, 
and the main trouble inflation has to over­ 
come before making itself aeceptable is that 
it intensifies the feeling of uncertainty. Its 
eflect is to temporarily increase prices, but 
manufacturera cannot produce under such a 
state of aflairs, as their articles may have to 
compete in the market with those manufac­ 
tured by cheaper labor, and whether the latter 
will be put on the market in six months, a 
year, two or six, no one, not even the hearti­ 
est advocate of inflation, can tell. 
Bat when we come to fix the responsibility 
for the scarcity of money, we must seek it 
elsewhere than in parties. The Republican is 
not a whit more responsible for that than the 
Democratic party. We all seem to forget that 
it was only two years ago that a bonfire 
started at Chicago and before it was subdued 
consumed so vast an amount as to assume the 
character of a national misfortune, and the 
insurance companies had scarcely got fairly to 
work before another fire at Boston nearly du­ 
plicated the Chicago disaster. When Cotton 
Was King a two-hundred million deficiency in 
the crop would have squeezed every business 
man in the nation, and now a diminution in 
the wheat crop approximating that sum would 
bring thousands of operatives to the borders 
of starvation. The trouble would have arisen 
from the fact that old Mother Earth had failed 
&o toss into the lap of her children a very con­ 
siderable proportion ot tbeir accustomed divi- 


—An old tree was recently felled near Geu- 
eseo, and if tbe ring theory be true, it has 
stood the blasts of 480 winters. 
—Every day the Postmaster receives two 
letters addressed to President Grant and no 
stamp upon either of them.—N. Y. Daily 
News. 
—The high water in Ouondaga Lake has 
washed away about one-fifth of the new Ceu 
tral Railroad embankment at the foot of the 
lake, which it will take three months to re- 
pair. 
—The temperance people of Albion pro­ 
pose to raise ton thousand dollars by subscrip­ 
tion, for the purpose of prosecuting liquor 
dealers who violate the excise law. 
—The Superintendent of the public schools 
of Brooklyn complains of the overcrowded 
condition of the school room3, the inexperi­ 
ence of the teachers and states that co educa­ 
tion of the sexes injures the morality of the 
schools. 
—Wages of farm hands in Southwestern 
Georgia are said to be full twenty-five per 
cent, below the average of last year. Hands 
of tho first-class receive oue hundred and 
twenty dollars, those of tbe second-class 
eighty dollars, and the. third-clas3 sixty dol­ 
lars per annum, and rations—three and a half 
pounds of meat and a peck of meal per week. 
—An exchange says: “ Compare the pub 
ilsher of a newspaper, who has to go all around 
the country to collect his pay, to a farmer who 
sells his wheat on credit, and not more than a 
bushel to any person. If any fanner will try 
the experiment of distributing the proceeds of 
bis labor over two or three counties, with an 
additional one to two or three distant states, 
for one year, we will guarantee that lie will 
never, after that year’s experience, ask a pub­ 
lisher to supply him with a paper a year with­ 
out the pay for it in advance.” 
—A sailor from Portland, Me., employed on 
American vessels for more than thirty years, 
had contributed annually something toward 
supporting a hospital for sailors at Portland, 
the sum aggregating not less than $1,000. 
On his last voyage he shipped for home iu a 
Danish vessel, but before reaching his desti­ 
nation was laid up with inflammatory rheuma­ 
tism. Ou applying for admission to the hos­ 
pital he had helped to support for so many 
years he was told that having been taken sick 
on a foreign vessel he could not be admitted. 
The sailor is now homeless, and very likely to 
die from the want of proper care. So much 
for red tape. 
—The IIoo3ac tunnel is certainly approach­ 
ing completion, the operations of the contrac­ 
tors now being practically confined to tho 
western end and section. Between the east 
end and the central shaft only twenty men are 
now employed in clearing out the loose rock 
remaining in the botloih. In this section the 
work remaining to be done is to construct the 
central drain and to lay the permanent track 
Between the tunnel portal and the railroad 
station, a distance of about two-thirds of a 
mile, the road bed is ready to be ballasted. 
—TheRochester Union says: “It is stated 
that the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad have awarded additional contracts 
for ballasting and laying tho new double 
tracks from Buffalo to Albany. For building 
the tracks around Syracuse, the contract has 
been let to George Phelps, who also has the 
contract for laying the track from Syracuse to 
Oneida. From Syracuse to Clyde, Messrs. 
Lobb & Craige have the contract. From Clyde 
to Rochester, Messrs. Gilbert & Jackson will 
lay tbe rails. The work fromj Oneida to 
Albany has been awarded, but it is not cer­ 
tain that the parties will enter into contract. 
The work of grading for the new tracks 
through the Mohawk Valley Is progressing 
rapidly. It has been nearly completed be­ 
tween Utica and Schenectady, except at Little 
Falls and Palatine Bridge.” 


Albany, April 10: 
Editor F reeman :—Lowenstein met his fate 
to-day at ,2 o’clock, [protesting his Innocence 
and as a convert in the cause of religiOD. 
If 
he was a guilty man—as few doubt he was— 
his last moments on earth, were inconsistent 
with his religions action as evinced the night 
before his death and even under the fatal rope. 
It bis soul went to its Maker with a lie im­ 
pressed upon it, his ' hours of religious devo­ 
tion mast have gone for naught. 
I was con­ 
founded to witness the amount of morbid cu­ 
riosity manifested by the crowd that surround­ 
ed tbe jail from 10 a . m . until all that remained 
of the murderer was coffined aud rapidly driv­ 
en to the church, where a solemn mass for 
the repose of his soul will be said to-morrow 
morning. Men, women and children blocked 
every street leading to the main avenues to 
the prison, and there stood in slush, rain and 
snow upwards of four hour3—looking upon 
the blank walls of a jail, imagining what 
could be going ou inside. Great credit is due 
Siierifl Gallup for the admirable details iu ar­ 
rangements which were executed, each and 
all, with a dexterity, solemnity and grace that 
is seldom seen ou such occasions. 
With a 
law-making branch of government in session 
but a few yards away from the agent execu­ 
ting its laws, one could not help refleting up­ 
on the machinery that kept the whole system 
in motion, even unto Governor Dix, who 
stood as firm iu this case as he did in that of 
Foster only oue year ago. 
This case of Loweustein’s rested upon cir­ 
cumstantial evidence, quite strong, it is true, 
but serious doubt exists whether any man 
ought to be deprived of life ou such testimo­ 
ny. I have thought that iu such cases the ex­ 
ecutive ought to have the power of exercising 
a limited commutation of sentence; that is, 
commuting sentence to prisou for one, five or 
ten years, lest the man might be iuuocent and 
the real culprit turn up—as they sometimes do 
on a death-bed. I do not recollect now of 
even seeing this view expressed, but I throw 
it out as a crude idea, that may prove sound 
upon investigation. Else abolish capital pun­ 
ishment*' 
The Senate adopted another buricombe res­ 
olution to-day relative to adjournment sine die 
April 24th. It can’t be done, as there are 
only nine working days left between noxt 
Tuesday and the daybamed in said resolution. 
It will take tho Senate from three to four days 
to dispose of the supply bill, after it is report­ 
ed. Some time must be spent over that aca­ 
demic item in Conference Committee, besides 
three or more days will be spant over rapid 
transit, aud it is said a trial will be made to 
push that Metropolitan Police bill through. 
By the way, Colonel Spencor gave notice that 
things had slept loug enough on that Eastman 
transit bill, aud he would therefore wake it up 
on Tuesday next. Depew, Pierson, and their 
henchmen are on guard about the House, aud 
will watch things closely from this time out. 
Shortly after the House convened this morn­ 
ing the Speaker announced the death of Mr. 
Knapp of Rockland, the first death of a mem­ 
ber this session. A committee was appointed 
to attend his funeral, and also onetoTeport 
appropriate resolutions, and on the coming in 
of such resolutions to-day short speeches were 
indulged in and the House took a recess until 
this evening, agreeing to hold an evening ses- 
siou, and asessiou-forthefirst time-to-morrow 
morning, when we will adjourn until Tuesday 
morning. Aud upon the heels almost of this sad 
announcement comes tho news this evening 
that Mr.Blessing,member from the Seventeenth 
District of New York, has also gone to his fi­ 
nal resting place. It is also reported that Mr 
Law of Washington county is quite ill. 
There wras a deliberdto attempt last night 
to have some fun in the House over Melvin’s 
bill “ for the protection of life,” being a bur­ 
lesque on Bergb’s best efforts. I forward you 
a copy of the bill. Mr. Sherwood, the auti- 
represontatlve of “the liquid stream of death," 
was called to the chair, as it was thought that 
he could make up for any “gusli” that might 
be lost in the hilarious confusion likely to en­ 
sue. But the House became so noisy that it 
all resulted in the worst possible farce. . The 
old performance in the shape of a solo on the 
iron spittoons began, and it spoiled all tho 
fun. It was a worse attempt than a school­ 
boy’s essay at times. 
There is a bill here to authorize the Trus­ 
tees of Yonkers to ereet a station house; one 
of the very best evidences that some amend­ 
ment to our constitution is necessary to pre­ 
vent special legislation. It won’t be long at 
this rate ere some man in Shawaugunk or 
Shandakeu will come here with a bill to allow 
him to set an eel-pot in some creek in his lo­ 
cality. I must confess, howevor, that many 
members aro better able to legislate on such 
subjects'then on graver matters on their files. 
There was a big contest in the House last 
night over Mr. Petty's bill to curtail the cost 
of printing the laws aud election notices to 
thirty cents per folio. Messrs. Beebe, Bennett, 
Lincoln and Alvord are opposed to it. The 
bill was killed, but Petty, to-day, got the 
printed bill back to the Committee of tho 
Whole. 
There is a bill here also making it a fine- 
able oflence for railroad companies to issue 
passes to any person except policemen and 
constables; also a bill to provide for a steno­ 
graphic reporter for county courts and ses­ 
sions. salary to be fixed by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors, and to be allowed ten cents per 
folio for all transcripts made by him. Also a 
bill compelling hotel-keepers in cities and in­ 
corporated villages to provide a chaiu or rope 
ladder for each room [fronting on tho main 
street above tbe second story 
So strong have the Patrons of Husbandry 
become that tho House has accepted a re­ 
port incorporating “The State Grange of the 
Patrons of Husbandry.” Aud this] too in the 
face of the fact that the Speaker and others 
are allied to an organization kuowu as the 
“Independent Grangers.” Tho former, as is 
well-known, are farmers only, the latter take 
in everybody, politicians especially, I reckon. 
Mr. Luke Noone’e business hero was to seek 
the success of that Brooklyn Suspension 
Bridge bill. He has about $15,000 interest in 
that measure, and has sold the company stone 
euough to drown him and the company. The 
troubie seems to be that there is no money in 
the Treasury to pay his little bill. He ought 
to sea some of the bank accounts of the men 
who are, or once were, in that company. 
Mr. Winfield was called to the chair by the 
Speaker this evening, and make3 a good presi­ 
ding officer. 
If “the boys” had attempted 
their games on him—as they do sometimes 
I take it he would have thrown tho head of 
the gavel at the cranium of the most noisy 
one in the crowd. 
Mr. Snyder consorts with his wife this week 
at tho Capitol, and I am sorry to report that 
his lady was confined to the house most of tbe 
time from illness. Members are indulging 
themselves at odd times with cursory glances 
at the book that makes its appearance about 
this.time every session—known as biographical 
sketches. Considering that every member is 
pictured a saint, and all “honorable” men; 
and considering that many of the sketches are 
written or dictated by themselves they must 
bo very interesting—to constituents. 
There is a bill here to abolish the law provi­ 
ding for the foreclosure of mortgage5’ by ad­ 
vertisement, as there is also a bill “to amend 
the act authorizing the formation of town in­ 
surance companies,” as passed April, 1887. 
By this bill directors of town insurance com 
panies may issue policies signed by President 
and Secretary agreeing to pay all damages 
from fire or lightning for a term not exceed­ 
ing five years, nor exceeding the sum named 
in the policy, which shall not exceed $3,000 in 
any one risk, except upon detached buildings 
upon farms, upon which such risk shall not 
exceed $5,000.

THE CANTANKEROUS RED SKINS.| 
Trouble Brewing with Red Cloud 
aud Spotted Tall. 
Cheyenne, April 12.—The Cheyenne Leader 
lias the following from its correspondent at 
Red Cloud’s agency, dated April 7th: 
“The United States Commissioners return­ 
ed from Spotted Tail agency to-day, having 
accomplished absolutely nothing. Their pow­ 
wowing at the agencies have rather compli­ 
cated matters between the Indians and the 
government. The Indians at Spotted Tail 
agency refuse absolutely to have their agency 
removed aud say they are tired of seeing Com­ 
missioners, and invited tbe President of the 
delegation to leave in languago more 
forcible than polite. 
It is understood 
that the Commissioners will proceed east 
at once and asked or a strong military escort 
and return within a month and move the 
agency. The visit of the Commissioners ha3 
only served to destroy the moral eflect pro­ 
duced by the troops. Tho Indians, who are 
keen ob servers, have noticed that there is a 
hitch Bomewhere iu the working of things re­ 
lating to them. They expect one thing from 
the military and are led to believe something 
else from the Peace Commissioners. Spotted 
Tail accused the Commissioners iu council of 
seeking to stir up trouble between his people 
aud the northern Iudians. In tho language of 
the 
Iulererpreter he 
said he want­ 
ed them to “ dry up.” He says he has been 
moved around aud pestered so much by 
these flies from the great father that he wants 
his words written dowu this time to show all 
of them who came begging around hereafter 
that he won’t talk to them any more. No 
doubt Spotted Tail and Red Cloud are acting 
in accord. Tho former, at the largest council, 
after a few words spoken in an excited man­ 
ner, waved his hand to his people and they 
all left. Tho same scene occurred at Red 
Cloud’s agency. A show of counting the 
Indians has been made bere; that is, 
the agent called 
in 
tho head men 
aud took their word for the number they had. 
So far 6,000 have been registered. There are 
probably 4,009 or less. Several bands have' 
refused either to be'counted or to change the 
number for which they have heretofore drawn 
rations. Some of them, aftor they bad hand­ 
ed in their numbers, came next day and 
claimed that they bad forgotten tlieir women 
and children and wantod to register them."

The undersigned, to whom was referred die 
petition of one thousand and three citizens of 
this city requesting the Common Council to 
instinct the Board af Excise to grant no licen­ 
ses for the sale of strong and sp iritu s liquors, 
report: 
That in our opinion it is not the province 
of the Common Council to direct the Com­ 
missioners of Excise as to what they shall do 
io the matter of granting licences; that they 
should discharge their duty according to the 
provisions of the law under which they act as 
interpreted by their own judgment and con­ 
science, and that while this Council may ad­ 
vise or recommend, it has r.o light to in­ 
struct. 
That the "A c t regulating Hie sale of In­ 
toxicating Liquors” is absolutely prohibitory 
one day (Suuiiay) in each week; that it al­ 
lows no person " to sell or give away intoxi­ 
cating liquors or wines on Sunday” and makes 
any one so doiug guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by fine and imprisonment; that 
this provision of the statute is in this city 
openly and notoriously violated, hut so far as 
known to us no attem pt is made to enforce 
this prohibition or bring the offenders to jus 
lice. 
That if the citizens petitioning or others 
cannot or will not enforce this prohibitory 
enactment as to one day of the week,'it would 
be idle to resolve that it he extended lo all 
days. 
That after it shall he proved that there 
is a will and an ability to stop the traffic in 
strong drink on Sunday, it may becomo wise 
and expedient to declare that it shall not be 
sold as a beverage on any day; that until 
then, we are of the belief that granting no 
licenses would result in the unregulated salu 
of intoxicating liquors by every person deair 
ing to deal in them without the city receiving 
any revenue for the privilege. 
We therefore respectfully report adversely to 
the prayer of said petitioners.

To t h e C om m o n C o u n c il o f 
t h e c it y or 
K in g st o n :—The undersigned committee, to 
whom was referred the questions hereinafter 
considered, respectfully report as follows: 
To the question, " Who are entitled to sell 
strong or spirituous liquors, wines, ale and 
beer in quantities less thai) five gallons?” we 
answer in the language of Section 4, Chapter 
175 of the laws of 1870, entitled "A n act 
regulating tho sale of intoxicating liquors,” tis 
ameuded by Section 2 of Chapter 540 of the 
laws of 1873, that is to say any person or 
pesson3 of good moral character who shall ho 
approved by the Board of Commissioners of 
Excise and who shall have paid the license fee 
lawfully fixed by said Commissioners and 
made the application required by that section. 
To Hie question, "W hether such license, if 
granted lo a person other than the keeper of 
an inn, tavern or hotel, would authorize him 
to sell said beverages to be drank on his 
prem ises?” Hie answer is more difficult and 
is Involved in considerable doubt, but after 
much examination and relection and with the 
best lights we can obtain, we have corno to 
the conclusion iielow indicated: 
Tho act of 1870 provides that til* Board of 
Excise shall have (ffnvar to grant licenses to 
any person or persons of good moral charac 
ter who shall be approved by them to sell said 
beverages in quantities less limn five gallons, 
and preserves such portions of the act passed 
April 16, 1857, as are not inconsistent or in 
aouflict with the act of 1870. 
Tho sixth sec 
lion of the act of 1857 provides that license 
shall not be granted to rfhy persons to sell 
strong and spirituous liquors and wines to lie 
drank on the premises of the person licensed 
unless such person proposes to keep an inn, 
tavern or hotel and has sufficient ability to do 
so and (lie necessary accommodations, Ac. 
If said section were an independent provision 
of that act the above language in the two acts 
could bo construed together so that the power 
granted would he a power to grant license to 
any person of good moral character to sell 
liquor, Ac., hut not to he drank ou his prem­ 
ises unless he was an lun-keeper. 
But tho general and primary grant of power 
in the act of 1857 authorized the Excise Com­ 
missioners to license inn-keepers to sell stroug 
and spirituous liquors and wines to lie drank 
in their houses, and to license store-keopers 
to sell the same, but not lo ho drank on their 
premises; and Section 6 above referred to, as 
well as some other provisions of the act of 
1857, were subsidiary to and Intended to carry 
out said general and primary flower and 
adapted to tho two classes of licenses re­ 
spectively. 
By Chapter 856 of the laws of 1869 tho act 
of 1857 was amended and it was therein pro­ 
vided that all the provisions of said act as 
amended should apply to the sale of alo or 
beer, except ho much thereof as forbids the 
granting of licenses to any persons except 
inn-keepers, 
and 
that the Commissioners 
might, in their discretion, grant license for the 
sale of ale and beer, for a sum not less than 
ten dollars, to persons other than hotel-keep- 
srs. Thus was created a third class of license-, 
which by necessary implication authorized the 
■ale of ale or beer to be drank on the premises 
of the persons licensed. 
Tills was tho stato of tho law when the act 
of 1870 was enacted authorizing the Excise 
Board to great license to auy person of good 
morel character, approved by them, to sell 
strong and spirituous liquors, wines, ale and 
beer in small quantities. 
Where, before, the 
law provided for the granting ot licenses to 
only two Biasses of jiersons, namely: inn­ 
keepers and atore-keepers, to sell stroug and 
spirituous liquors and wines, it now provided 
for the granting of such licenses to " any per­ 
son or persons,” thus striking down Hie dis­ 
tinction between tho classes of persona aud 
tho occupations of the persons to whom 
licenses might bo granted. 
Where, before, 
the law provided for oho sort of license to an 
inn-kceper to sell liquors and wiues to be 
drank o d bis premises, mid another sort of 
license to a store-kecper to sell liquors aud 
wines uot to be drank on his premises, and a 
third sen of license to sell (not liquors and 
•vinas but only) alo or beer to he drauk on the 
premises of the person licensed, it now pro­ 
vides for but one kind of iiceuso to sell all of 
those beverages. 
Where, before, tho law re­ 
quired certain pre-requisites before granting a 
tavern license and other pre-requisites before 
granting a store license, it now requires a still 
different pre-requisite before grantang any li­ 
cense, to-wit: a written application, the essen­ 
tials of which it prescribes. 
It seems to us 
that the former law is inconsistent aud in con­ 
flict with the act of 1870 in the essential aud 
fundamental respects thus indicated, and that 
In those respects it is abrogated by the sub­ 
stituted provisions that the distinctions be­ 
tween the classes of persons to he licensed 
aud the kind of license and tho pre-requisites 
for license are swept away and that the sub­ 
sidiary provisions which specially related to 
particular kinds of licenses became inopera­ 
tive when those kinds of licenses were abol­ 
ished and when one general kind of license 
was substituted in their place. 
If this he so the act of 1870 contemplates 
that tho licenses granted under it shall author­ 
ize the persons licensed to sell liquors, Ae., to 
be drank on the premises; and this is also 
strongly implied by the provisions in the very 
section which works the changes above men­ 
tioned, that persons no! licensed may keep, 
and in quantities no less than five gallons at 
a time, sell and dispose of strong and spiritu­ 
ous liquors, wines, ale aud beer, provided that 
no part thereof shall be drauk or used on their 
premises. 
This proviso was substantially em- 
jraced in the provisions of the former law aud 
there was no need of inserting it hero unless 
the first part of the section had entirely aud 
in ail its consequences done away with tho 
distinctive clause of an inn-keeper’s license.

Alderman Overbaugh modified his resolu­ 
tion so as to instruct the Excise Commission 
era to grant uo licenses, and again ofiered it 
The Mayor agaiu ruled it out of order, us 
the report above adopted declared tile Com­ 
mon Council had no power to direct Hie action 
of Hie Excise Commissioners.

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FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
The New York Annual Conference met yes­ 
terday in St. John'* Church in this city. 
Not 
much more than the usual routine work was 
done on Wednesday, Hie only noticeable fea­ 
ture perhaps being a speech by Rev. It. M. 
Hatfield, in wbicb be denounced the corrup­ 
tion now s) prom inent in tho administration 
lib bis habitual vigor and carelessness of 
consequence*. 
Bishop Peck preside?, and it 
is no more than Just to him to mention that 
he completely rills the chair, being a man of 
extraordinary physical development. 
As an 
officer he ie moderate to a degree that cannot 
hut retard the business of the Conference. 
The Bishop, although somewhat advanced in 
years, U comparatively new to the duties of 
his position, having been elected to it only 
three year* ago. 
One subject discussed to-day was the pro­ 
priety of perm itting the sale of dowu-towu 
New York church property with a view to the 
societies’ building elsewhere; according lo 
th* statements of those who opposed it, the 
necessity for continuing church organizations 
among tile inipulous lower wards of the city 
being great aud inereasing. The modern ten­ 
dency of congregation* to build costly edifices 
and isolate themselves from Hie .sympathy mid 
companionship of the poor wa* severely critl- 
criticized, and judging from Hie multiplica­ 
tion of expensive and cold-blooded churches 
in this and other large cities, the rebuke is 
not altogether groundless. 
Tho conference 
sermon of Rev. A. J. Hunt of Rhinebeck was 
able and highly spoken of. 
Nothing but Mr. 
Hunt'* feeble health prevented its being a 
much nobler effort than it was. 
A resolution 
of condolence and sympathy was passed and 
forwarded to Rev. Marvin Richardson of Po'- 
keepsie, the oldest living member of this 
body, and who is confined to his home by ago 
and illness. 
The professional specch-makers 
of the Conference have so far fallen below 
their average. 
To-day, Friday, a casual sensation was cre­ 
ated by the request of the Rev. Brother 
Mulnix to be allowed a fresh spell on bis 
uneuphouious cognomen; be wanted to put it 
Molyueaux. 
I commend his taste aud only 
wonder why he has allowed so much of bis 
life to pass before jierceiving this possible im­ 
provement. 
I did not learn that the change 
had been made a condition of his inheriting 
money or property of any kind. 
The brethren 
discussed the m atter with a few witty aud 
many windy pros aud coils, and then arrived 
at the sensible tonchision that they bad no 
authority to do anything about it. 
Dr. Crawford mentioned that Rev. Brother 
Genuug, while on bis way to the conference, 
beard of the seizure of bis aged mother by a 
paralytic stroke, and while still pursuing his 
journey, in a street-car in this city, was him­ 
self stricken down with the same disease. 
Much sympathy was manifested, aud the sum 
of $500 was immediately subscribed to assist 
him aud his family through the year.

lid skid that Mr. Gentiflg had a promising 
son in the Amenia Seminary, and funds wero 
appropriated to help him continue his academ­ 
ical course during the time of bis father’s 
affliction. 
This was of course right and gen­ 
erous, and it is not too much to say that such 
is the habit of Methodist preachers towards 
each ether iu hours of especial trouble of this 
kind. 
Chancellor Winchel), of the University of 
Syracuse, was introduced and spoke briefly 
and well about the nature and prospects of 
the institution he represented. 
The figures he 
gave would be of no particular interest to the 
readers of The Freeman, and so I take pleas­ 
ure In indulging my constitutional dislike to 
mathematics by snubbing the Chancellor’s 
statistics.

My opinion is not here set down with 
any hope of changing the fact; but I beg to 
doubt whether a university is any Hie better 
for being under especial denominational pat 
ronage.

It is the only opportunity 
afforded him in which to express his mind up­ 
on the work of the ministry and tho current 
topics associated more or less closely with it 
Tho [class having been summoned, Bishop 
Peck proceeded to perform this function. 
Ile 
asked the prescribed disciplinary questions, 
and commented upon them in passing. 
Ile 
exhorted the young men to study hard and 
systematically; to do this in the forenoon of 
each day and to give their afttrnoons to pas­ 
toral visitation. 
Tho Bishop further advised 
them to note in their memoranda the street 
and number where each of their parishioners 
lived; forgetting, apparently, that years will 
elapse before any of them will have aught to 
do with streets and numbers. 
The rather 
Halo point upon the use of tobacco by the 
class was forced into Hie catechism by the 
speaker, who found upon taking an inventory 
of the class, that only one or two used the 
weed, and those lie recommended soon to be­ 
come part of the tobacco-repudiating majori­ 
ty. 
I don't object to this sort of inquisition 
iqion principle, as every church has the un­ 
doubted prerogative of selling up its own 
standard 
upon 
all such mutters. 
But it 
would be a clear triumph of common-scnse if 
Hie requirement to abstain from tobacco were 
put into the church law and compliance with 
it made a condition precedent to uny propo­ 
sition looking to ministerial membership there­ 
in. 
A» It is, young men, otherwise unexcep­ 
tionable, are unnecessarily harrowed and mor­ 
tified by the presentment of the subject at a 
time when an explanation or promiso is out 
of their power. 
With a few additional words 
the Bishop ended, aud the class wa? excused. 
After a little routine business the conference 
adjourfted for the day.

—The large building occupied by Mrs. Wm. 
Townsend as a boarding-house will be beauti­ 
ful in a few days with a handsome piazza. 
—“ The nobby little church on the corner” 
is the latest title for the Rondout Presbyterian 
Church. 
—There was quite au exodu3 of sail vessels 
from this port on Saturday evening, and those 
bound south went a kiting with reefed sails 
before (be strong northerly winds. 
—A liquor dealer in the upper part of the 
city who has been in the business a number 
of years, has yielded to the pressure and will 
retire from the business this month. 
—It has been discovered that the Excise 
Commissioners hold office for three years, un­ 
der the state law, and heneo none will be ap­ 
pointed for this city until two years from now. 
—Beautiful snow-squall effects were seen on 
the Catskills from the Weinbergh on Saturday 
afternoon, the mountains being, at times, in 
parts curtained by snow showers while other 
portions were bathed in sunshine.

The undersigned, to whom was referred the 
petition of one'thousand and three citizens of 
this city requesting the Common Council to 
instinct the Board of Excise to grant no licen­ 
ses for the sale of strong and spirltous liquors, 
report: 
That iu our opinion it is not the province 
of the Common Council to direct the Com­ 
missioners of Excise as to what they shall do 
in the matter of granting lisences; that they 
should discharge their duty according to the 
provisions of the law under which they act as 
interpreted by their own judgment and con­ 
science, and that while this Council may ad­ 
vise or recommend, it has r.o right to in­ 
struct. 
That the “ Act regulating the sale of In­ 
toxicating Liquors” is absolutely prohibitory 
one day (Sunday) in each week; that it al­ 
lows no person “ to sell or give away intoxi­ 
cating liquors or wiues on Sunday” and makes 
any one so doing guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by fine and imprisonment; that 
this provision of the statute is in this city 
openly and notoriously violated, but so far as 
known to ua no attempt is made to enforce 
this prohibition or bring the oflenders to jus­ 
tice. That if the citizens petitioning or others 
cannot or will not enforce this prohibitory 
enactment as to one day of the week,’it would 
be idle to resolve that it be extended to all 
days. That after it shall be proved that there 
is a will and an ability to stop the traffic in 
strong drink on Sunday, it may become wise 
and expedient to declare that it shall not be 
sold as a beverage on auy day; that until 
theD, we are of the belief that granting no 
licenses would result iu the unregulated sale 
of intoxicating liqnors by every porson desir­ 
ing to deal in them without the city receiving 
any revenue for the privilege. 
We therefore respectfully report adversely to 
the prayer of said petitioners.

The Committee on Laws and Ordinances, 
with the Corporation Counsel, made the fol­ 
lowing report: 
To the Common Council of the city of 
K ingston:—The undersigned committee, to 
whom was referred the questions hereinafter 
considered, respectfully report as follows: 
To the questiou, “ Who are entitled to sell 
strong or spirituous liquors, wiues, ale and 
beer in quantities less than five gallons?” we 
answer in the language of Section 4, Chapter 
175 of the laws of 1870, entitled “ An act 
regulating tho sale of intoxicating liquors,” as 
amended by Section 2 of Chapter 549 of the 
laws of 1873, that is to say any person or 
pessons of good moral character who shall bo 
approved by the Board of Commissioners of 
Excise and who shall have paid the license fee 
lawfully fixed by said Commissioners and 
made the application required by that section. 
To the question, “ Whether such license, if 
granted to a person other than the keeper of 
an inn, tavern or hotel, would authorize him 
to sell said beverages to be drank on his 
premises ? ” the answer is more difficult and 
is involved in considerable doubt, but after 
much examination aud reflection and with the 
best lights we can obtain, we have come to 
the conclusion below indicated: 
Tho act of 1870 provides that the Board of 
Excise shall have pbwer to grant licenses to 
any person or persons of good moral charac­ 
ter who shall be approved by them to sell said 
beverages in quantities less than five gallons, 
and preserves such portions of the act passed 
April 16, 1857, as are not inconsistent or in 
conflict with the act of 1870. Tho sixth sec­ 
tion of the act of 1857 provides that license 
shall not be granted to ifby persons to sell 
strong and spirituous liquors and wines to be 
drank on tho premises of the person licensed 
unless such person proposes to keep an inn, 
tavern or hotel and has sufficient ability to do 
so and the necessary accommodations, &c. 
If said section were an independent proviaiou 
of that act the above language iu the two acts 
could be construed together so that the power 
granted would be a power to grant license to 
any person of good moral character to sell 
liquor, <fcc., but not to bo drank on bis prem­ 
ises unless he was an iun-keeper. 
Bat the general and primary grant of power 
in the act of 1857 authorized the Excise Com­ 
missioners to license inn-keepers to sell strong 
and spirituous liquors and wines to be drank 
in their houses, and to license store-keepers 
to sell the same, but not tobo drank on their 
premises; and Section 6 above referred to, as 
well as some other provisions of the act of 
1857, were subsidiary to and intended to carry 
out said general and primary power and 
adapted to the two classes of licenses re­ 
spectively. 
By Chapter 856 of the laws of 1809 tho act 
of 1857 was amended and it was therein pro­ 
vided that all the provisions of said act as 
amended should apply to the sale of ale or 
beer, except so much thereof as forbids the 
granting of licenses to any persons except 
inn-keepers, and that tho Commissienere 
might, in their discretion, grant license for the 
sale of ale and beer, for a sum not less than 
ten dollars, to persons other than hotel-keep- 
ors. Thus was created a ihircl class oflicenses, 
which by necessary implication authorized the 
•ale of ale or beer to be drank on the premises 
of the persons licensed. 
This was the state of the law when the act 
of 1870 was enacted authorizing the Excise 
Board to grait licenso to any person of good 
moral character, approved by them, to sell 
strong and spirituous liquors.'winei, ale and 
beer in small quantities. Where, before, the 
law provided for the granting ot licenses to 
only two «lasses of persons, namely: inn­ 
keepers and store-keepers, to sell strong and 
spirituous liquors and wines, it now provided 
for the granting of such licenses to “ any per­ 
son or persons,” thu3 striking down the dis­ 
tinction between the classes of persons %ud 
tho occupations of the persons to whom 
licenses might be granted. Where, before, 
the law provided for one sort of license to an 
inn-keeper to sell liquors and wines to be 
drank oa his premises, and another sort of 
license to a store-keeper to sell liquors and 
wines not to be drank on his premises, and a 
third sort of license to sell (not liquors and 
wines but only) ale or beer to he drauk on the 
premises of the person licensed, it now pro­ 
vides for but one kind of license to sell all of 
those beverages. Where, before, the law re­ 
quired certain pre-requisites before granting a 
tavern license and other pre-requisit«3 before 
granting a store license, it now requires a still 
different pre-requisite before grantang any li­ 
cense, to-wit: a written application, the essen­ 
tials of which it prescribes. It seems to us 
that the former law i« inconsistent and in con­ 
flict with the act of 1870 in the essential and 
fundamental respects thus indicated, aud that 
In those respects it is abrogated by the sub­ 
stituted provisions that the distinctions be­ 
tween the classes of persons to be licensed 
and the kind of license and tho pre-requisite3 
for license are swept away and that the sub­ 
sidiary provisions which specially related to 
particular kinds of licenses became inopera­ 
tive when those kinds of licenses were abol­ 
ished and when one general kind of license 
was substituted in their place. 
If this be so the act of 1870 contemplates 
that tho licenses granted under it shall author­ 
ize the persons licensed to sell liquors, Ac., to 
be drank on the premises; and this is also 
strongly implied by the provisions in the very 
section which works the changes above men­ 
tioned, that persons not licensed may keep, 
and in quantities no less than five gallons at 
a time, sell and dispose or strong and spiritu­ 
ous liquors, wines, ale and beer, provided that 
no part thereof shall be drank or used on their 
premises. This proviso was substantially em­ 
braced in the provision* of the former law and 
there was no need of inserting it hero unless 
the first part of the section had entirely and 
in all its consequences doue away with tho 
distinctive clause of an inn-kceper’s license.

Resolved, That this Common Council i 
point Excise Commissioners who will grant ^ 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
during the present year, excepting to persons 
keeping hotels. And each person applyin 
for a license for selling liquor in a hotel shall 
have a petition signed by no less than twenty 
freeholders who will vouch for his moral char 
acter. 
The Mayor ruled both resolutions out of or 
der, as they conflicted with the report of tho 
Committee on Laws and Ordinances, adopted 
by the Common Council, and because there 


were no Esclse (tornmisdotfera to be appoint­ 
ed. 
On motidn of Alderman Sahler the above 
reports of the Committee oh Laws and Ordi­ 
nances and the Corporation Counsel wgre or­ 
dered published in the official city papers. 
Alderman Overbaugh modified his resolu­ 
tion so as to instruct the Excise Commission­ 
ers to grant no liceuses, aud again oflered it. 
The Mayor agaiu ruled it out of order, as 
the report above adopted declared the Com­ 
mon Council had no power to direct the action 
of the Excise CommiS3iouers. 
Alderman Bray ofiered the following reso­ 
lution : 
Resolved, That this Common Council rec­ 
ommend that 110 liceuses be grauted for the 
ensuing year for the sale of intoxicating liq­ 
uors, and that the Excise Commissioners be 
requested to grant no licenses. 
Alderman Flynn moved to lay the whole 
subject ou the table. Lost, as follows: 
Ayes—Aldermen Flynn, McGivney, Can­ 
field, Tubby—4. 
Noes—Aldermen Sahler, Westbrook, Over­ 
baugh, Cullerton, Bray, Madden, Bug, Der­ 
renbacher, Cummings', Freileweh, Gross—11. 
Aldermen Bray’s resolution was then lost, as 
follows: 
Ayes—Aldermen Sahler, Overbaugh—2. 
Noes—Aldermen Westbrook, Cullertou, 
Bray, Madden, Flynn, McGivney, Bug, Can­ 
field, Derrenbacher, Tubby, Cummiugs, Freil­ 
eweh, Gross—13. 
Alderman Westbrook presented the petition 
of Leon Washburn for a licenso for a variety 
entertainment at the place known as the Ron­ 
dout Opera House. 
Alderman Westbrook moved that the Mayor 
be authorized to grant Leon Washburn a li­ 
cense at the rate of $25 per month, payable 
in advance, such license to be revoked at tho 
pleasure of the Common Council. 
Alderman Freileweh moved as an amend­ 
ment that the rate be S25 per week. Carried, 
as follows: 
Ayes—Aldermen Cullerton, Bray, Madden, 
Flynn, McGivney, Bug, Canfield, Derrenbach­ 
er, Freileweh—9. 
Noes ^-Aldermen Sahler, Westbrook, Over­ 
baugh, Tubby, Cummings, Gross—6. 
Alderman Westbrook’s motion as amended 
was adopted, as follows:

Noes—Aldermen Sahler, Overbaugh, Tubby, 
Cummings—4. 
On motion of Alderman Bray the Excise 
Commissioners were earnestly requested not 
to grant Leon Washburn a license for se’liug 
intoxicating liquors. 
The Committee on Fire Departmeut report­ 
ed in relation to Lackawanna steam fire eti- 
iue that it was in urgent need of repairs 
which necessitated sending il lo the manufac­ 
turers. 
On motion the committeo were given full 
power in the matter, and were also authorized 
to have all necessary repairs made to Wilt- 
wyck hose carriage. 
The Mayor appointed Alderman Cullerton to 
till the vacancy in tho Finance Committee 
caused by the resignation of Alderman Van- 
dling. 
The Superintendent of Streets reported hav­ 
ing located the street line asked for by Mr. 
M. II. Larkin. Also that Charles O’Reilly 
and George C. Woolsey had not complied 
with the notices to clear their sidewalks. Al­ 
so that the streets through which the horse 
railroad passes are in bad condition through 
the company’s neglect, lie also recommend­ 
ed the adoption of some measure regarding 
the disposition of swill how thrown in the gut­ 
ters in the thickly settled parts of tho city, 
thus causing an unhealthful odor and keeping 
the gutters in a filthy condition. Also that a 
stringent ordinance for the prevention of 
dumping garbage iu the streets bo adopted. 
On motion the matter of garbage was re­ 
ferred to the Superintendent of Streets, with 
full power, and that of clearing gutters to tho 
Committee 011 Laws and Ordinances. 
On motion the Clerk was directed to fur­ 
nish the Common Council at their next meet­ 
ing with a copy or the ordinances relating to 
the horse railroad and stone roads. 
Alderman Sahler oflered the following reso­ 
lution : 
/ieso/ml, That IlisIIonor the Mayor and the 
Common Council of this city meet on Satur­ 
day morning, April 11th, at the city lot on 
Union avenue at 10 o’clock, for the purpose 
of laying the eorner stone of the new City 
Hall aud that the tax-payers of the city 
he officially invited by the City Clerk to par­ 
ticipate in the ceremony. 
Alderman Flynn moved to lay the resolu­ 
tion on the table. Carried, as follows: 
Ayes—Aldermen Overbaugh, Cullerton, 
Bray, Flynn, McGivney, Bug, Canfield, Der­ 
renbacher, Tubby, Cummings, Freileweh, 
Gross—12. 
Noes—Aldermen Sahler, Westbrook, Mad­ 
den—3. 
Adjourned. 


THE NEW YORK. HI. E. CONFER­ 
ENCE. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
The New York Annual Conference met yes­ 
terday in St. John’s Church in this city. Not 
much more than the usual routine work was 
done on Wednesday, the only noticeable fea­ 
ture perhaps being a speech by Rev. R. M. 
Hatfield, in which he denounced the corrup­ 
tion now so prominent in tho administration 
with his habitual vigor and carelessness of 
consequences. Bishop Peck presides, aud it 
is no more than Ju3t to him to mention that 
he completely tills the chair, being a man of 
extraordinary physical development. As an 
officer he is moderate to a degree that cannot 
but retard the business of the Conference. 
The Bishop, although somewhat advanced in 
years, is comparatively now to the duties of 
his position, having been elected to it only 
three years ago. 
One subject discussed to-day wa3 the pro­ 
priety oí permitting the sale of down-town 
New York church property with a view to the 
societies’ building elsewhere; according to 
th* statements of those who opposed it, the 
necessity for continuing church organizations 
among the populous lower wards of tho citv 
being great and increasing. The modern ten­ 
dency of congregations to build costly edifices 
and isolate themselves from the sympathy and 
companionship of the poor was severely criti- 
criticizcd, and judging from the multiplica­ 
tion of expensive and cold-bloodod churches 
in this and other largo cities, the rebuke is 
not altogether groundless. TI10 conference 
sermon of Rev. A. J. Hunt of Rhinebcck was 
able and highly spoken oí. Nothing but Mr. 
Hunt’s feeble health prevented its being a 
much nobler effort than it was. A resolution 
of condolence and sympathy was passed and 
forwarded to Rev. Marvin Richardson of Po 
keep3ie, the oldest living member of this 
body, and who is confined to his homa by ago 
and illness. The professional speech-makers 
of the Conference have so far fallen below 
their average. 
To-day, Friday, a casual sensation was cre­ 
ated by the request of the Rev. Brother 
Mulnix to be allowed a fresh spell on his 
uneuphonious cognomen; he wanted to put it 
Molyneaux. I commend his taste aud only 
wonder why he has allowed so much of his 
life to pass before perceiving this possible im 
provement. I did not learn that the change 
had been made a condition of his inheritin, 
money or property of any kind. The brethren 
discussed the matter with a Tew witty and 
many windy pros and cons, and ihen arrived 
at the sensible tonchision that they had no 
authority to do anything about it. 
Dr. Crawford mentioned that Rev. Brother 
Genung, while on his way to the conference, 
heard of the seizure of his aged mother by a 
paralytic stroke, and while still pursuing his 
journey, in a streot-car in this city, was him­ 
self stricken down with the same disease. 
Much sympathy was manifested, and the sum 
of $500 was immediately subscribed to assist 
him aud his family through the year. It was 


lid said that Ur. Gentiflg had a promising 
son In the AmeDla Seminary, and funds were 
appropriated to help him continue his academ­ 
ical course during the time of his father’s 
affliction. This was of course right and gen­ 
erous, and it is not too much to say that such 
is the habit of Methodist preachers towards 
each other iu hours of especial trouble of this 
kiud.Chaucellor Wiuchell, of the University of 
Syracuse, was introduced and spoke briefly 
and well about the nature and prospects of 
the Institution he represented. The figures he 
gave would ba of no particular interest to the 
readers of The FreemaD, and so I take pleas­ 
ure in indulging my constitutional dislike to 
mathematics by snubbing the Chancellor’s 
statistics. I was glad, however, to hear him 
say that a department of art—including arch­ 
itecture and painting—had been established 
in connection with the University; for the 
America of business and trade needs more 
and more to be supplemented and balanced 
by the America of grace and taste. The 
speaker made a slight appeal td buncombe 
by remarking tbat the great proportion of the 
students under his care were Methodists, a 
few belonged to other churches, while only 
eighteen per cent, were without church affili­ 
ations. My opinion is not here set down with 
any hope of changing the fact; but I beg to 
doubt whether a university is any the better 
for being under especial denominational pat­ 
ronage. 
At this point the Bishop became manifestly 
impatient for the moment to arrive when he 
might make his delayed remarks to the class 
oí young men who were candidates for admis­ 
sion into full connection with the conference. 
Let me just say that this speech is the su­ 
preme thing of the session to the episcopal 
presiding officer. It is the only opportunity 
afforded him in which to express his mind up­ 
on the work of the ministry and the current 
topics associated more or less closely with it. 
Tho [class having beon summoned, Bishop 
Peck proceeded to perform this function. He 
a3ked the prescribed disciplinary questions, 
and commented upon them in passing. He 
exhorted the young men to study hard and 
systematically; todo this in the forenoon of 
each day and to give their afternoons to pas­ 
toral visitation. The Bishop further advised 
them to note in their memoranda the street 
and number where each of their parishioners 
lived; forgetting, apparently, that years will 
elapse before any of them will have aught to 
do with streets and numbers. The rather 
stale point upon the use of tobacco by the 
class was forced into the catechism by the 
speaker, who found upon taking an inventory 
of the class, that only one or two used the 
weed, and those he recommended soon to be­ 
come part of the tobacco-repudiating majori­ 
ty. I don’t object to this sort of inquisition 
upon principle, as every church has the un­ 
doubted prerogative of setting up its own 
staudard upon all snch matters. But it 
would be a clear triumph of common-sense if 
the requirement to abstain from tobacco were 
put into the church law and compliance with 
it made a condition precedent to any propo­ 
sition looking to ministerial membership there­ 
in. A»it is, young men, otherwise unexcep­ 
tionable, are unnecessarily harrowed and mor­ 
tified by the presentment of the subject at a 
time when an explanation or promiso is out 
of their power. With a few additional words 
the Bishop ended, and the class wa3 excused. 
After a little routine business the conference 
adjourñed for the day.

Special Agents for tho Colebrated 
pITY ORDINANCE.—AN ORDI- 
V-'1 nance relating to the change o f names of cer­ 
tain streets, passed April 3d, 1874. 
The Common Council of tho city of Kingston do 
ordain as follows : 
Section 1. The street extending from Albany 
avenue to Ferry street, and heretofore called Union 
avenue and Division street, shall hereafter be 
known and designated as Union avenue.
